Election/Restriction Requirement 

Responsive to the Election/Restriction Requirement, Applicants elect with traverse 
Species A, M, P, T, X and AA. It is respectfully submitted that the Election/Restriction 
Requirement is improper. It appears that the Examiner has simply taken elements from the 
various dependent claims and contended that they represent different species, without relating 
them to the actual disclosed embodiments and despite overlapping subject matter. The Examiner 
stated that each of the species was patentablv distinct . She, however, presented no reasons or 
grounds for this statement and thus has not met her prima facie case. As best understood, all 
claims currently pending read on each of the elected species, Applicants respectfully contend. 

Inventorship 

As petitioned in Applicants' Amendment and Petition dated June 27, 2002, please amend 
the inventorship entity to delete Arthur B. Moore as one of the inventors of the claimed 
invention.
